TURIN. Italy, Sept 8—Mrs. Rosalie 

Montmason is,dying of old age. 

The last years of her life have been 
passed in solitude and poverty. Yet once 
she was the wife of him who became the 
“Grand Old Man,” the “Bismarck” of 
He sent her away 
from him as cruelly and as calmly as Na- 
poleon set aside Josephine. 

It can be truly said that Crispi exper'i- 
mented in matrimony. When he was 18 
years old, a student of law at the Uni- 
versity of Palermo, he fell in love with a 
beautiful girl of that city and married her. 
Their honeymoon endured two years, when 
she died. 

Then young Crispi turned his love to 
freedom and equality. He was one of the 
chief promoters of the insurrection at Pal- 


ermo and was cast into prison here. He 


became enamored of Rosalie Montmason, 


the lovely daughter of the governor of the 


Italian party. 

In due time the democratic Crispi was 
allowed to return to Italy, and history has 
recorded his career. As he arose he saw 
for the first time that the wife who had 
shared his hardships and dangers lacked 
education: that her ingenious manners 
were those of the bourgeoise; that she was 
awkward til-bred—in a word, that she was 
an obstacle to his higher ambition. 

Besides, Crispi was in love for the third 
time; he was infatuated with the wife of 
a respectable merchant, Burbayalls. He 
desired to legitimatize the daughter she 
had borne him and who afterward married 
the Prince de Languaglossa. 


Found Defect 


in Ceremony. 

Crispi caused inquiries to be made into 
the validity of his marriage with Rosalie 
Montmason. To his delight he learned 
that by the omission of some technality, 
the marriage was not binding. Rosalie 
was heartbroken, but he was powerful and 
she penniless. She was compelled to sub- 
mit to a separation; he gave her a small 
sum, then he married wife number three. 

After Victor Emanuel's death in_ 18%, 
Crispi's enemies sought to end his career. 
They penetrated the sanctuary of his fam- 
ily. They uncovered the skeleton in his 
closet; they prosecuted him 
The omission of the technicality in_ the 
forms of his second marriage secured his 


acquittal. 

State reasons compelled the virtuous 
Margharita not only to tolerate the new 
wife, but to display toward her an amia- 
bility she was far from feeling. 

Once, perhaps unintentionally, Crispi was 
bidden to a state dinner to which his wife

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SALMON DIE AFTER SPAWNING. 
Willian) ©. Harris in Field and Stream for September. 

Observations for 
the fact that‘a]l species of our western aalmons die afte 
occurs among those 
of miles from the ocean to their 
spring-fed bridal streams. but with those that spawn within 
comparatively short distances from the sea. For a long 
time these salmon were supposed, after spawning, to float 
donwstream, tail foremost and apparently recruift, like the 
“kilte” or spent individuals of the Atlantic species, in 
the deeper sections before going again to the salt waters 
and remaining there until the spawning instinct again im- 
pelied them to visit the first waters. 

The abrased condition of the body of the salmon when seen 
on the spawning beds wus for years thought to be caused 
by the perils of the journey to the spawning grounds, 
{hrough jumping the falls. breasting the rugged and rocky 
wavs of turbulent rapids, shouldering and crowding each 
other in the narrow channels, the instinct of reproduction 
animating them to lead rather than follow the great shoals 
to the spawning beds. This theory has been abandoned by 
many prominent ichthyologists and of the numerous papers 
on the subject of the Pacific salmon that have been pub- 
lished, none of them so lucidly and forcibly states. the facts

PARIS, Sept. 3—A French writer of note has 
been pleased to discover in Clara Ward—once the 
Princess of Chimay, who loved Rigo, the Hun- 
garian fiddler; who loves for the moment Rée- 
cardi, whom she found near Vesuvius—the “Over 
woman,"’ the “Beyond Woman” whom Frederick 
William Neltasche created in his philosophy. OF 
rather Neltzsche evolved “Der Ueber-Mensch,”’ 
but this writer reasons that if there can be & 
“Beyond man,” there must be a “Beyond wo- 
man.”’ 

Intimate acquaintance with Wagner and his 
music first inspired the scheme of the philosopher. 
who went insane. Nelitzsche’s works expound a 
revolutionary philosophy, denounce al! religion, 
treat all moral laws as remnants of Christian 
superstition. His ideal is to be developed by giv- 
ing unbridled freedom to the struggle for exist- 
ence, seeking pleasure only and disposing pity. 

“The only type of Neitzsche’s ideal,” writes this 
French journalist, “is to be found in this little 
bourgeois American heiress. She is a woman who 
knows how to draw all the force and beauty from 
life and who treats with perfect disdain all the 
ancestral prejudices that are called habit, tradi- 
tion, science, religion, altruism and moral con- 
science.’’

“Perhaps in-comparing the running 
trotting horse one might sav that the 
righest rracks cnt the -trotter or pacer 
is all that a running horse is, plus re 
straint the wild horse when jn a hurry 
to get away gallops. He never trots. The 
trotter has had man at work on him: He 
has received an education, and the fear of 
inviting the displeasure of his driver by 
breaking inte a gallop is constantly before 
his mind. He has been taught restraint. 
When in his excitement and effort he for- 
gets that restraint he becomes just the 
wild, galloping animal—the racehorse who 
knows neo restraint and brooks none. 

“The big racing trotter, with its tre- 
mendous stride and perfect physical make- 
up, receives the care that few humans ever 
get. None but the wealthy sick are at- 
tended and watched as are the blooded 
stock that are stubled just now at the Em- 
pire track.’ 

‘They are like big babies and need con- 
stant attention. It's a sponge in one hand 
and a thermometer in the other most of 
the time. A racechorse's temperature is an 
index to his health. as is a man’s. He is a 
bundle of nerves, too, and needs quiet and 
rest 

“In the morning the trotter lies around 
in his stall, getting rest and strength. 
He has a box stall about 12x12 feet. with 
smooth walls. There js no manger. . His 
hay hangs from the ceiling in a rope bas- 
ket. There is nothing that he may injure 
himself upon. All morning long he munches 
hay and is supremely lazy. 

‘Just before the races aré called he is 
taken out and given three trials. For in- 
stance, I drove Aristo around once in 
2:45, again in 2:5 and again in 2:9 before

_ Seven persons met death yesterday afternoon at a.grade crossing at the intersec- 
-tion of Sarah street and the Wabash railroad tracks, when a Wabash shuttle train 
crashed into a street car. Twenty-one were injured, most of them severely. 

The coroner’s jury which will be impanelled tomorrow or Tuesday will have the 
duty of determining how much of the responsibility for the accident rests up the street 
car men, how much on the employes of the railroad and how much upon the railroad 


‘company. 


The accident, paralleled among the long list of grade-crossing tragedies only by 
one which occurred at the same spot 12 years ago, when eight members of a sleighing 
party were killed, occurred at 1:30 o’clock yesterday afternoon. 


The Wabash shuttle train, east-bound, 
Meramec Highlands Suburban car going south. 


crashed at almost full speed into a 
Four persons were instantly killed, 


two women being beheaded. One died on the way to the City Hospital. Two died 


soon after being received at the hospital. 


The wreck was due primarily to the fact that the safety gates at the crossing 
were not used, This was at the orders of the railroad company. It was due second- 
atily to imperfect compliance with rules intended to avert such accidents. 


CAR STOPPED, THEN WENT AHEAD. 


The car was stopped before it started across the raiload, as the rules of the street 


gr company require. 


Although the train was seen approaching, the conductor signaled to the motor- 
man to go ahead. The conductor says the flagman told him there was time to get 
across. The motorman says the flagman, as well as the conductor, signaled him to 
come ahead. The flagman does not admit this. The gateman says the warning bell 


was ringing. 


. Mechanical and imperfect observance of rules, taking the place of intelligent care 
for the safety of the street car passengers caused the accident. The perfunctory stop- 
ping of the car before starting across did not serve the intended purpose, as the car 
resumed its course despite the appearance of the train. 

Officials of the Wabash say it was not necessary té use the gates because two 
men were stationed there to flag Suburban cars. The conductor and motorman says 
the flagman flagged them ahead. The flagman says it was not necessary to flag the 
car because it stopped before starting across, and because the conductor could see the 


train approaching as well as he could.

One of the women was completely be- 
headed, and her head was not found. Ap- 
parently it was obliterated by the grinding 
force of the collision. The head of tie 
other woman was almost completely 
crushed off. 

The cries of the desperately wounded 
before they were removed to the office of 
the brewery were heartrending and the 
scene was horrible. 

As soon as all the injured and dead had 
been removed the wreckage of the cur 
was cleared up and the shuttle train pro- 
ceeded to the city. 

Five men, including the conductor, 
torman and engineer, were arrested one 
after the other during the afternoon cnd 
evening, and all except Motorman Couwk, 
who was hurt, was taken to the EFighth 
District Station. 


Motorman Was 
Badly Injured. 


After the accident, Cook was taken to the 

home 6f his cousin, Gus Burtman, at 4125 
Clayton avenue. He was injured at the 
base of the spine and his right side is 
artly paralyzed. Policemen were sent to 
the bouse during the afternoon to arres:

The original World's Fair man.is a newspaper man, .editor 
and publisher of the Sentinel-Democrat at Alton, Il, and 
for many weeks past he has been publishing unchallenged 
an offer to pay $100 to any person who can show proof of 
having made a prior publication advocating an Exposition 
at St. Louis to celebrate the centennial anniversary of the 
Loulsiana Purchase. 

April 13, 1892.. more than twelve years ago, 
printed his original suggestion. 

Some year or so previously the editor had gone as the 
guest of Gov. Fifer of Illinois on a special state train which 
met Gov. David R. Francis of Missouri in the middie of 
the newly completed Merchants’ bridge. There the governors 
shook hands, exchf&nged congratulations, the bottle of chris- 
tening wine was broken and the steamboats and locomo- 
tives set up a shriek of jubilation. The official party then 
repaired to the North 8t. Louis river front, and there the 
speech-making of the day took place. 

It was during his laudatory address that the Illinois gov- 
ernor fairly etartied his thoughtful hearers by exclaiming: 
“Few of us realize that this vast domain west of the Mis- 
sissippi river has cost the United States less money than 
these two splendid structures (the Eads and Merchants’ 
bridges) have cost." 

The late Congressman John J. O'Neill of St. Louis tusned 
where he wae sitting next to Editor McInerney and re- 
marked: “My God, Mack, can that be possibile?’ 

“I don't know.” replied the editor, but soon afterward he 
did know. He began to study up on the subject. He had 
favored St. Louls for the Columbian Exposition, and it 
was not long afterward till the idea of an exposition 
celebration of the purchase of the Louisiana Territory 
gan to take form in his mind. The following editorial, 
which its author is justiy proud, appeared in due course 
events, April 13, 1892: i:

Rev. Verner bought him in a Congo slave market at @ 
cost of $5. The price was not paid in cash, but in 
bright calico and such trinkets as appealed to the taste 
of his warlike captor, the giant Baschile. The little can- 
nibal had his choice of remaining in captivity a slave or 
coming out of it te the World’s Fair. He gladly accepted 
the trip across the unknown seas, though it meant that 
he must go thousands of miles farther and stay long away 
from his native shimbec under the bamboo tree.

hills and valleys there is, according to the scientists, 
a bed of radium sufficient in value to pay the national 
debts of England and Amertca. 

The section in which this amazing mineral has made its 
presence known comprises that part of the state between 
Bridgeport. New Haven and New Milford, northward to the 
Massachusetts line. 

It has been rather incompletely prospected by Mr. C. P. 
King, a Boston mineralogist, and. may traces of radium and 
vranium ores have been found. 

The radium is thinly distributed, with possibly 
centigrams of the, pure metal to 200 tons of earth. But never- 
theless it is sufficent if gathered together and estimated at 
the present value of radium, $1,000,000 a pound, to make its 
owner twice as wealthy as a Rockefeller and a Rothschild 
combined. 

It also contains sufficient power to_kill an army if the 
f troops were for a short time exposes® to ite rays. 

in April Mr: King paid a visit to Connecticut and found 
traces of uranium. At that time he expressed confidence 
that a great deposit of the weird mineral existed some- 
where around New Milford and New Haven. 

Then the professors of the Sheffield Scientific School at 
Yale College took the matter up. At New Milford there is a 
spring 1600 feet deep.

A quart measure of the liquid, fitted with an airtight cover, 
was placed on the furnace. In a few moments thousands of 
small bubbles formed on the sides of the vessel and drifted 
slowly to the top. 

When the steam and gas thus generated were brought near 
the electroscope the electroscope was discharged. Here 
war shown the presence of a radio-active gas. 

The water was then taken out, and after the gas had 
been expelled, was aerated by dropping and allowed to stand » 
for 16 days before it was again tested. It had entirely lost 
its power of radio-activity. 

This more than anything else would seem to indicate 
the presence of a great radio-active body far beneath the 
surface of the earth. It was plain that the gas did not 
come from a radio-active substance dissolved in fhe water.

St. Louis is its starting point and 


A dozen officials traveling in two special Pullmans, with 
six carloads of road-building machinery and the necessary 
force of workmen will constitute this train. The intention 
is to visit 92 important trading centers in ten states an 
territories, build sample macadam, telford, gravel or dirt 
roads at some of them and to hold good roads conven- 
tions and enlist the enthusiasm of delegates at all of them 
for the yw pose of procuring good roads legislation. 

Back of this great educational movement is the Umteidl

bears to the total population of the United States.

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Blemishes to Fade Away— 
Painting Them With Flexible 
Collodion and Covering the 
Spots With Court Plaster Is 
Also Efficacious—Some Reli- 


able Recipes. 


HE belle of the summer season who queens 
over young and old at seaside and on mountain 
top patterns after the most effective summer girl 
pictures by well-known artists. Each one of these de- 
lightful portraits of ideal maidenhood, as displayed on 
magazine frontispieces, exhibits one characteristic com- 
mon to them all—a healthy, open-air complexion, pethaps 
a trifle tanned, but never the faintest suggestion of a 
blemish of any kind. 
The reigning belle in search of just that beautiful be- 
coming shade of tan goes about bareheaded in the strong 
sun and catches sunburn and, worse still, freckles. .Then 
she blames the unconscious artist, who, after all, has 
_merely been holding up an ideal type, which it is his mis- 
sion in life to do. 
The search for the ideal is to blame for most of the ap- 
parent discrepancies of our sex. If each and every one 
of us did not want to be beautiful, to look as nearly as 
podsible like some of those frontispieces, we would never 
think yeing our hair all kinds of different colors to 
find out which was the most becoming, and then regret 
that we had not left it severely alone. Nor would we go 
out to get a coat of tan and return with a collection of 
freckles, to our regret. It is really the fault of those 
dazzling pictures. The artist is to blame, for should one 
of his summer girls acquire a freckle—which isn’t likely— 
all he has to do is to paint it out and her complexion is 
as good as new. 
Following this example the girl outside of the picture 
has taken to the brush, too, as a cure for freckfes, but 
she dips it in a much stronger solution than the artist's 
paint box contains. 
A little peroxide of hydrogen applied frequently to stray 
freckles will eventually fade them. Pure peroxide should 
be kept in a dark place, or in a colored bottle. Kept in 
white glass it soon loses its effciency. The little camel's 
hair paint brush used in the liquid shdéuld always be 
rinsed after each application, as otherwise the peroxide will 
eat into the hair and destroy it. 
’ Another way of fading freckles is to paint them with 
Mlexible collodion and then cover the spots with court- 
‘plaster. In this way, of course, only a freckle or two can 
sbe taken off at a time from the face. But the effect is 
,pleasingly eoquettish and the result gratifying. Greater 
isurfaecs can be coverel on the arms. The collodion should 
ibe allowed to remain on for severa] days. 
Both the peroxide and the collodion treatment are only 
lefficacious when dealing with evanescent freckles, or such 
Las are dependent on the season, coming with the first 
[exposure of the skin to strong sunlight. Freckles, as 
fevery one knows, are due to the exaggerations under the 
sun's rays of the pigmentary deposits in the secreting 
glands of the skin, and to the chemical decomposition 
‘of the iron contained in this pigment. Freckles, when 
‘they are of long standing and dark, cannot be entirely 
eradicated without internal treatment intended to stimu 
late a torpid liver and generally tone up the circulation 
of the blood. Taking quantities of fruit juice is one of 
the simplest methods of regulating the system, and just at 
this time when fruit is so abundant, every woman should 
indulge in as much as she likes of her favorite kind, be 
it grapes, peaches, apples or pears. If the juice alone is 
preferred the fruit can be put throiigh a press with little 
inconvenience. As much as three glasses can be taken 
a day of the freshly pressed juice, and the effect on the 
complexion will be quite marked. We none of us eat as 
much fruit as we should, and if grapes and apples were 
always substituted for heavy puddings, pies and French 
pastries, most of the beauty culturists would have to re- 
tire from business.

LIMESTONE pebble, bearing a 
A striking image of the face of CUnrist, 

which was picked up at Oberammer- 
gau in September, 1880, the day after the 
annual performance of the “Passion Play,” 
is the remarkable possession of Mrs. Eu- 
genia Jones Bacon of Atlanta, Ga. 

The likeness can only be seen when the 
light falis upon the stone from a certain 
direction. The countenance is perfect in 
every detail as portrayed by the great mas 
ters, and the closed eyes with pallid colo 
uf the stone give the face a sad expression.

Germs May Now Be Photocraphed. 


Alongside of the lkantern is placed the 
machine for getting the negative films of 
the life-motion pictures, and it is operated 
—taking pictures of the projection on the 
screen at the rate of about thirty a second 
—as by the ordinary method. The lantern 
as usually operated magnifies the germ, 
and whatever else the slide contains, about 
2,000,000 times. The negative-film machine 
magnifies the image on the screen about 
three times, the resulting total magnifica- 
tion being 6,900,000. Once the film strip is 
obtained in this way, it may be used in 
the ordinary life-motion picture-machine 
again and again.

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Living ‘Disease 

HOTOGRAPH6 of living disease germs 

Pp are the latest accomplishment of 
science, and will, of course, be of in- 

estimable value for medical and surgical 
purposes Given the complicated machinery 
and processes required to get the negative 
films for any set of life-motion pictures, 
the method of securing the films for germ 
Mfe is simpler than might be supposed. 
The living germs to be pictured are put in 
a lantern slide, in blood or water or other 
suitable medium, and projected on a screen, 
just as they might be by a physician giving 
a lecture, and showing to the class the 
actual live germ and its habits. 

Ancient German Bible. 

N OLD German Bible, a copy of the 
A ox translated by Martin Luther in 

1534, was purchased recently at a 
paltry price by a Seattle man from a 
stranded German sailor. The book is said 
to be of priceless value. The present owner 
is a reader of the Scriptures.

Her parents did not at- 
tend the government schools. 

Nevertheless, they have the certain refinement that 
seems to be typical of the southwestern Indians, and this 
they have bequeathed to Catherine. She loves her home in 
the country, but she has seen little of it sirice she entered 
the’ government school. Sessions at the school are ten 
months in length, but it is the custom for the pupils to 
stay at the schools for most of the vacation. Each year 
Catherine spent about two weeks at home. 

She has sung since as long ago as she can remember. 
Music is taught in the government schools and never did 
she neglect any of the lessons given, so anxious was she . 
to be able to sing the songs she loved so well. 

The songs of her tribe she does not know so perfectly 
as those that are written in English. English songs were 
those taught in the government school—patriotic songs 
and ballads of home. Catherine learned these well. With 
her classmates she sings them each afternoon at the 
Indian school in quartets or choruses. 

Those who like her singing prefer to hear her voice 
when it has the accompaniment only of the softer musical 
instruments. She sings soprano and her high notes are 
always true, though her range is wide. 

Not only in music does she excel. She wears a silver 
medal presented for oratory. Her gift for elocution has 

. tended to increase the charm of her singing. Of many 
singers it is true that, while their notes are perfectly 
sounded, much of the pleasure of the singing is lost be- 
cause of imperfect enunciation. 

Catherine sings the words of her sohgs as carefully as 
she places her notes.
